LUCIEN BONAPARTE. 


All accounts agree that the United 
States are soon to be visiied by this dis- 
tinguished and notorious personage ; and 
itis further added from good authority, 
says the editor of the United States’ Ga- 
zette, that “ he is actually turmished with 
passports from his imperial brother.” 
If this be the fact, there is but too much 
oceasion for the friends of American 
Liberty to dread his arrival, and the best 
reason in the world for them to believe 
his pomnpous address to the citizens of 
Rome, on leaving the papal territory, a 
mere ferch, to obtain the confidence of 
the American people and to hide the real 
design of taking up his residence in the 
United States. This man was ungues- 
tionably the principal instrument in pla- 
cing his brother upon the throne of 
France; and but fr him, the mame of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, would. in ail prob- 
ability be remembered at this day, in the 
same manner as are the names of thou- 
sands of the politically defusct patriots 
of the French revolution. With a mind 
daring yet circumspect, accustomed to 
those scenes of commotion incident to 
revolution, and withal depraved to ex- 
cess—a foreigner more terribly fit could 
not be selected to assume the direction 
of Napolcon’s affairs in this country, 
which have been so long maturing un- 
der the auspices of native citizens ; and 
the particular aspect of our national con- 
cerns on our southern borders, combined 
with his expected arrival at this ume, 
certainly give to the whole more the ap- 
pearance of design than of accident. 
The following succinct memoir of Lu- 
cien Bonaparte, may not be unprofitable 
to our renders atthe present moment :-- 

* Lucien Bonaparte was born in the 
year 1774. He came to France in 1793, 
and became an assistant usher to a pri- 
mary school at Marseilles, where he soon 
after his arrival married an innkeeper’s 
daufhter. Some few years after this he 
had his wife destroyed. When his 
brother was appointed commander in 
chief in the army of Italy, Lucien obtain- 
ed the situation of a commissatre de gu- 
erre, in which post he soon amassed a 
consider: ble fortune. 

When he was at Genoa, he became 
owner of a privateer, or rather a pirate. 
The depredations committed by that ves- 
sel excited the animadversions of all 
French papers, One case ip particular, 
made a great noise in Paris. A. vessel 
from Morocco was bound to sorne port 
in Italy ; she was met by Lucien’s pri- 
vateer, and carried in Ajaccio, in Corsi- 








ca, where she was condemned; the crew | 


were imprisoned, and afterwards sent 
frem the Island in an open boat. llow- 
ever, they found their way to Marseilics, 
and the capt. found means to go to Paris, 
where he made the affair knowm © Fhe 
cause came on before the ptize court; 
but it was so barefaceda robbery the 
president informed the directory of it; 
the consequence was, that the Turk was 
arrested and conveyed under an escort to 
Marseilles, where he and his crew took 
their passage on board of some neutral 
vessel for Sicily, with a pretty good spe- 
cimen of French Republican fraternity 
and civilization. 


Gn the 18th Bramaire, it was Lucien 


who gained the day. In return for which, 
his brother appointed him minister of the 
interior. His conduct in that sitnation 
was infamous beyond example; ke rob- 
bed and pilferec in every direction. His 
intrigues and debaucheries with ihe fair 
sex were numberless. AtJhis office he 
violated a young lady of 18 ; her sereams 
brought all the clerks of the office to the 
minister’s apariments.

The House of Representatives were yesterday 
chiefly engaged in the consideration of a sub- 
ject of conside rable moment—the apportionment 


} of Representatives according tothe Third Cen- 


sus. A large majority of the House appeared 
to be in favor of the ratio of one representative 
to every forty thousand souls, which, it ts calcu- 
lated, will givean aggregate of from one hun- 
dred and eighiy to two bundred mémbers. In- 
dependent, however, afthe general arguments 
of thase in fasor of a larger or smaller ratio, de- 
rived on the one land from the advantages of a 
fall represeatation of the people, and on the oth- 
er’ from the alledsed unwielliness and expence 
attendant ona numerous body; an objection was 
raised to the bill on the ground that it was worse 
than useless now to pass it, as another law would 
still be necessarv, according to the constitution, 
to declare the specific nuinber of representatives 
to which each state will be entitled in conse- 
quence of the census, and the law now contem- 
niated would have no validity, being hereafter 
subject to repéal or amendmeat. In reply to 
this objection, it was urged that a.great public 
alvantage would vesifit from fixing the ratio at 
this. time, before the precise number of each 
state was known, and the passions and prejudi- 


ces of its representatives enlisted in support

LATEST FROM LISBON. 


_ Capt. Bartlett, in the brig Comet, ar- 
rived here yesterday, in 36 days from 
Lisbon.—He left the city on the 6th Nov. 
at which time the two grand armies oc- 
cupied the same ground they did at the 
date of our previous accounts. Some 
skirmishing had taken place between the 
out-posts—and the fortifications on each 
side, were daily strengthened. A few 
days before capt. B. sailed, it was report- 
ed, that Massena had detached 6000 
men, in boats, across the Tugus, for the 
purpose, as it was supposed, of gaining 
provisions; and that a number of Por- 
tuguese troops had also gone over to 
watch them. The particular situation 
of the French, as it regards provisions, 
was not exactly known; but it was gen- 
erally believed, they were in want of al- 
most every article of subsistence; while 
in the British camp, supplies of every 
kind, were in the most ample abundance.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

By the Pulina, from London, we have 
received files of papers to the 3ist Oc- 
tober. 

They are wholly silent on American 
affairs ; and do pot give indications of 
the appointment of any new Minister to 
the U.S. or any official revocation of 
the Ordersin Council. It is known they 
die of course on the death of the French 
decrees; but the Parie accounts to the 
23d October do not present any act of 
the Emperor (who alone can repeal a 
Decree enacted) which looks like an 9f- 
ficial repeal of those decrees ; and until 
he offictally rescinds them, they will be 
considered in full force by all his officers 
and cruizers. 

The illness of the British King appear- 
ed to excite much sensibilty. He is in 
his 73d year ; and the solicitude shewn 
in the ministerial circles made it appar- 
ent that his disease was not a slight one. 
His death would have great influence on 
the affairs of Ziurofe as weil as of Eng- 
land.—An entire change of Ministers 
and policy would be among the first acts 
of Greorce the IVih.—A _ negociation 
and probably Peace with France, wouid 
be the consequence. What effect this 
will have@n the prosperity or destiny of 
the Empire, can only be conjectured.— 
One thing is certain, the party attached 
to the prince of Waxes, and who would 
unquestionably be his Councellors on his 
accession to the throne, combine much
